Agreement, 

“Consequently, it js planned 
that the 1950 tariff negotiations 
should be wider In scope than 
efther the 1947 negotlations In 
Geneva or the 1949 negotiations 
In Annecy. 

“They will represent a new 
frontal attack on trade batricrs 
which, if successful, should 
materlally contribute to the 
ervation of those conditions and 
the political notmosphere neeess- 
nary to restore world trade to 
that multilateral basis on which 
alone it can function smocthly.”
